The Ancient Egyptians used pots and bowls for making food such as bread. These 
objects were made of clay, which came from the River Nile. While some people were 
mixing ingredients for bread in bowls, other people got into the bowl and used their feet to 
mix the ingredients! How do we make bread today? 

The Ancient Egyptians liked playing games like senet. Senet boxes have30 squares.
